THE TM'S TEA PARTY 

The third tea party of Massachusetts took 
Place in Wilmington last week. 

The first.one, as we all know, was directed 
against the minions of one George III. 

The second one was by the ladies of Beacon 
Hill, when they protested the removal of the 
hallowed sidewalk bricks. 

The third one was by TM Calabrese, o:1 Ando- 
ver Street. ile was protesting a flagrant dis- 
regard of the law, and as such he certainly suc 
ceeded. The Boston papers had the story Thurs- 
day afternoon, anc other papers follewed on 
Friday. All of Massachusetts knows now of Wil- 
mington's gravel problems. 

Mr. John Ruggerio, ower of the pit in ques- 
tion, suggests in this week's issue, in a let- 
ter, that we were unfair to him, in our report- 
ing of last week. 


Mr. Ruggerio is operating his pit without a 


license. He has submitted no contour plan. fle 
was grented a license which he refirsed to ac- 
cept, and which has now expired. 

Mr. Tuggerio is, probably, at the bottom of 
his heart a decent man. He wants to do right hy 
his family and his fellow citizens, as his let- 
ter sugges But he is operating outside the 
law. 

It is actions such as this that make Wil- 
wington's gravel stgry difficult. Our Selectmen 
passed gravel regulations for the purpose of 
preserving part of the 4000 acres in this town 
that are not swamp or rock. They did this after 
long, earnest, and open debate that was fully 
reported in this paper. Those gravel regula- 
tions are on file in the Town Hall, available 
for the asking. 

We felt at the time the regulations were 
passed that whoever got the contract for build- 
ing the new highways would probably have a 
rough time, mainly because we suspected that 
the company wouldn't bother to check into the 
regulations. As events turned out, we seem to 
have been right. At least Campanella & Cardi, 
the successful bidders, are having a rough time 
because they apparantly can't afford to go out 
of town to get gravel. 

Let us say, in justice for C&C that there 
were a couple of times that our boards have 
been too unbending. Our Appeal Board should 
have granted a variance, for the Dias lot, on 
Concord Street, in our belief. C&C had an emi- 
nently fair proposal, and they acted in a fair 
and honest manner. 

Our Selectmen, too, are at fault, when they 
granted some of our residents the right to re- 
move gravel from the way of the coming highway. 
Theirs was a vote of compassion, but it only 
nade the issue more difficult in that it com—- 
pounded the gravel difficulties of the con- 
tractors. In other ways too, they have waved 
the "red flag" in the face of the companies, 
which hasn't helped. 


But our Selectmen and our Appeal Board, in 
poking errors were still acting within the 

aw. 

The gravel pit being operated by Mr. Rug- 
gerio cannot say this. Mr. Ruggerio offers sym- 
pathetic, reasons, and offers excuses. He is 
still breaking the law which was designed to 
preserve our natural heritage. 

.We think we haven't heard the end of this 
case.

They had 
never heard of anything like 
it - but they still didn’t 
know France Niller - for ue- 
fore she was through with the 
caskets she had them exhilited 
in Mechanics Fall, in Poston 
where they proved to bé an 
attraction for which people 


were willin, to pay to see. 

France "iller told her 
friends that she had retrieved 
every cent she put into those 
caskets, in paid admissions. 

We don’t know, today, whether 
or not that statement was 
true - but the people of Wil- 
mington believed it, and 
France was still unpopular.
